Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


We can add another week to the spring reports of the 
weather. Weare now very near the middle of June and are still 
having temperatures that belong in April. 

The effect, however, upon the market is beginning to be 
felt, buyers having come to the conclusion that prices are going 
to be still further advanced on account of scarcity of every kind 
of crops. There has been on the week an advance of 2%c. to 
5c. in tomatoes; peas have advanced 2%4c. at least on the regular 
varieties; corn has made a phenomenal advance on the week 
and has nearly gotten back to its old-time price; many of the 
articles which would now be coming to the end of their pack, 
such as pineapples and strawberries, and which should be in 
plentiful supply, are being marked out of stock by the brokers. 

Strawberries are somewhat higher than previously quoted 
and pineapples are now being advanced as quotations proceed on 
new pack. 

Almost all of the other small fruits are more scarce than 
strawberries and naturally they are somewhat higher for lack of 
them in the market. Corn, however, is obtaining the benefit 
of the delayed season to a greater extent than anything 
on the list; 45c. and soc. corn has ceased to be and 
Maryland corn is now quoted at 52!4c. to 57%c. upwards. 
New York corn has again reached the quotation of 60c. for low 
prices and Maine corn is not on the market at any price for 
futures or spot goods. We are now running into the season for 
beans of different varieties in green stock, and it will interfere 
considerably with the progression of packing if the weather 
should get warm suddenly and bring tomatoes in at the same 
time as béans, etc. 

The reports on peaches come along very slowly and are bad 
in proportion as they are delayed. The Georgia crop is reported 
to be dropping extremely bad; it is said now that it will not 
amount to 40% of what they expected a month ago and even that 
may prove a very heavy estimate of what the crop will be. As 
we go Southwest to Texas they will have almost no crop, and

the California crop will only be barely enough to fill their orders. 
What the local crop will be still remains to be seen. The price 
for these goods from Maryland has not been fixed, and considering 
that the amount of drop and the loss of crop usual at this season 
of the year in Maryland and the adjacent vicinity has not yet 
been computed, packers do not know at what rate they will be 
able to sell their goods. 

The reports from Michigan and the Northern peach section 
give a very gloomy prospect up to date; the weather crop bulle- 
tins still report frost from that section, and in all respects things 
are not favorable for peach packers. Thus the only sections that 
will have a banner supply of peaches will be Oklahoma, Indian 
Territory and Arkansas. The Western country absorbs nearly 
all the supply of peaches from that region, and the peach growers 
of that section will probably have a good market for themselves. 

So far this season spinach has been the only pack that has 
been up to the average; it has been considerably packed in this 
section, whilst other spring goods were lacking in supply. 

Asparagus seems to be very much in demand and buyers 
are reported to be hunting for it wherever it can be found at 
high prices. 

The situation in peas is best shown in Baltimore city, for 
while the small amount of raw stock that is being received is 
nothing in comparison with the usual supply, and the fact that 
owing to the absence of sunshine the pods are not filling, so that 
only the extra and standard grades are being packed. The 
packers are indifferent as to orders, even at the high prices 
prevailing. 

Thus in vegetables, as well as fruits, the market is rapidly 
going in the packers’ favor, for those who have their future 
orders covered. 

In quotations on metals, there has been no change in prices 
of tin plate, it being the opinion that the American demand for 
tin has suffered by the spring dullness of this year. There is 


no change in the quotation for cans either by the American Can 
Company or the Independents. Pig tin also shows no change 
in quotations and, therefore, there is no change in prices on 
solder. For regular prices on canners’ metals, see quotations 
on regular page. 


| New Y ork Market. 


New York, June 12.—The canned goods trade is improving 
and sales during the past week have been rather better than for 
weeks previously. Conditions are improving in all the leading 
varieties and sales have been so much better during the week 
just closed that holders have become so much more hopeful and 
energetic and are confident that the turning point has at last 
been reached and that hereafter the market will tend upward 
and be more active. It is well sometimes to act as energetically 
as circumstances allow, and there is a feeling that the time has 
come for action. ‘The market is ready and there is opportunity 
for brisk sales during the remainder of the season. The opening 
prices on asparagus were much higher than were anticipated, 
but the quantity is so small that there have been eager buyers for 
everything sellers had to offer. Some packers have already 
withdrawn from the market. The opening prices on Columbia 
River chinook salmon have been announced during the week. 
They had been discontinued previously and created no ripple of 
interest. 

Tomatoes.—Very few orders for future tomatoes at 85c. f.o.b. 
factory for full standard Maryland 3s that were submitted to 
packers were confirmed. Advices from all Southern points are 
to the effect that the market is excited as a result of the heavy 
demand which has developed in all quarters. Packers who are

not entirely out of the market as sellers of futures are represented 
as declining to consider any offers of less than 87%c. for 3s and 
67%4c. for 2s f. 0. b. factory. Local jobbers are represented as 
more willing to pay these prices, and orders ranging from’1,000 
to 5,000 cases have been placed in considerable numbers. A fea- 
ture of the demand is the orders from packers who have made 
more or less heavy sales and are now buying because they fear 
that they cannot pack sufficient stock to fill their own orders. 
They are, accordingly, placing orders for goods which will enable 
them to be on the safe side of the market, at least. A strong 
demand for future gallons is noted, with few sellers, and these 
are advancing their quotations regularly. One sale of 10,000 
cases at $2.50 was reported, and at the same time a bid of $2.55 was 
refused by a packer who wanted $2.60 for his pack. The interest 
at present is entirely confined to futures, but notwithstanding 
the neglect of spot goods they are very firm, with nothing in 
full standard 3s offered below 92%c. f. 0. b. Baltimore or the 
county. Sales of full standard 3s have been made here at $1.00, 


and many holders are reluctant to part with their goods at that 
figure. 


Corn.—Jobbers have suddenly discovered what everybody 
else knew a long time ago, that corn is the cheapest article in 
the list, and most of them are buying more or less freely. State 
standards are held at 6o0c. delivered, and scarcely anything can 
be obtained cheaper. Some holders are out on the market at 
62%c. to 65c. Packers are all quoting higher on futures and 
little stock is available under 65c. delivered, for State packing. 
Up to 8oc. is quoted on fancy. Spot Southern Maine style is 
firmer. A sale of 4,000 cases of one brand was sold at 65c. 
f.o. b. factory. Maine corn is difficult to obtain anywhere, 
either spot or future. Southern Maine style has sold at 55c. to 
57 

Peas.—The pack of Southern goods has not increased and 
it can hardly be said that there is any market as yet. Some 


future Indiana packiny is offered at 85c. for early June stand- 
ards, and goc. for sifted f. o. b. factory. Other trading is light. 
Spot goods are firmly held because of scarcity. No holder wants 


to let his stock go because of the possibility that there will be 
little fresh stock packed in some quarters. 


Spinach.—Southern pack is scarce and firmer, with holders 
asking $1.25 f. o. b. Baltimore. Offerings are not free, even at 
this advance, which represents considerable increase over open- 
ing prices. 

Asparagus.—Confirmations have been free, notwithstanding 
the high opening prices which were announced early in the 
week. It is evident that buyers fully intend to make themselves 
comfortable on this pack, regardless of price. ‘They will have 
difficulty in placing further orders, however, since packers are 
withdrawing from the market on the plea that they will not be | 
able to supply the demand for goods. Spot stocks are extremely 
light and holders are firm in their views on what they have in 
— A lively demand for a short time would exhaust every- 
thing. 

Salmon.—Opening prices on new pack Columbia River 
chinook were announced during the week and sales have been 
active ever since. There is astrong demand for futures and 
buyers are confirming additional orders freely. Sales of red 
Alaska talls have been made on the basis of $1.12% here. A 
better demand is noted and the tendency of prices is upward. 
It is still possible to buy on the basis of $1.07% to $1.10 here. 
No interest isshown in sockeye. Spot pinks are firm and in small 
compass. 

Lobster.—The market is closely cleaned up on lobster and 
quotations are entirely nominal. 

Sardines.—Domestic goods are meeting a fair demand for 
new pack within the quoted range. The run of fish is still light 
and there is some danger of an oil famine. The latter would 
stop all packing until a fresh supply of oil is ready for delivery 
next fall. Imported sardines are scarce and firm. 

Fruits.—The spot situation is strong, but business is ex- 
tremely quiet from first hands. Scarcity of stocks contributes 
to the small trade. Quotations on peaches, apricots, pears and 
cherries are entirely nominal under small offerings. A good deal

Pineapples.—The pack of Singapore goods has been heavy, 
but sales have been correspondingly large sothat holders are not 
offering freely in any quarter. During the past week 3,500 
cases have arrived, and another vessel is due about the middle 
of the month. Shipments to the United Kingdom for the first 
half of May aggregated 15,000 cases, while half that were shipped 
to the United States. 

Apples.—Spot gallons are steady and the market is disposed 
to show an upward tendency. 

Strawberries.—The supply is in small compass and the 
market is firm. Southern peaches are in good jobbing demand 
and firm. HupDson. 


CALIFORNIA LETTER. 


San FRANCISCO, Cal. June 8, 1907. 


The labor and financial conditions referred to in my letter of last week 
have cleared somewhat during the interim. By the settlement of the Iron 
Worker’s Strike, fully one half of the forty thousand idle men have gone 
back to work. The action of both sides in that controversy will no doubt 
act as a good example to other warring interests. The car strike appears to 
be well along toward its end, despite the statement of the carmen’s union 
leaders. The local traction company has imported hundreds of men who 
have taken the place of the strikers. The cars run on a regular schedule 
during the day and this has greatly improved the local situation in all 
respects—more confidence prevails and most observers are optimistic of the 
outcome. 

Cherries are now being packed in daily increasing quantity by various 
packers. Weather conditions have caused some anxiety at several points, 
light showers having fallen in some of the growing districts. The danger 
is still present—the sky being overcast in this immediate vicinity to-day. 

A few apricots have made their appearance and canners expect to get 
enough to work on at some points within the next few days. The price of 
the raw fruit is woefully high—from $65.00 to $70.00 per ton being paid for 
good fruit. 

Peaches are next on the program—the crop is short both in the Santa 
Clara Valley and in the Northern part of the State—Fresne County being 
the sole exception—and it is from this section that the bulk of the fruit will 
have to come. 

Pears have become very valuable all of a sudden, since the fruit com- 
menced to drep recently. From $60.00 to $65.00 per ton is being offered 


Indications with reference to plums can only be said to be fair. This 
fruit shares many of the same conditions surrounding prunes, and that fruit 
is already conceded to be extremely short in yield. 

Asparagus has all been sold. Buyers have come back for more even at 
the extremely high prices named and have been turned down. The pack 
will probably aggregate 100,000 cases as against 300,000 last year. 

Nothing had developed in the tomato situation. The stronger market 
in the East will no doubt have a corresponding effect upon our Coast-pack 
prices. : 

The salés departments of the various canuing concerns are going to 
have to lay awake nights devising ways and means to supply their trade 
even reasonably well on California canned fruits. A heavy demand has 
asserted itself, despite the fact that high prices are to rule. Everything 
which goes to make up the finished article is higher in cost this year, par- 
ticularly the fruit itself. The floods of March did their work only too well.

SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., June 10, 1907. 

I have been covering the situation here in sogmuch detail of late that 
the few developments of the past week are apt to make this letter look 
skimpy. 

The rivalry between canners and dried fruit canners has certainly mili- 
tated to the advantage of the growers and these gentry are correspond- 
ingly elated. To say that the producer is the dictator is expressing it 
mildly—they are Czars—and they are demanding all the traffic will bear. 

Add to this state of affairs the increased cost of the component parts of 
the finished package of canned fruit, and there is no other conclusion but 
that opening prices on that line will be higher than for some years, and the 
raise will be made all along the line. 

No new prices have yet been put out so far as I have been able to learn 
and I do not anticipate that any will be made public until canners can be 
sure what goods are really going to cost them ready for shipment. 

It is felt, however, that the price question will not stand in the way of 
the very easy sale of the fruit packed. From all sections of the United 
States come reports of short fruit crops and the 1906 pack is no more, 
having gone into consumption to all intents and purposes. 

Because of the willingness of the canning interests to pay more for 
fruit than will dried fruit packers, many in the trade feel that our pack of 
fruits this year will not fall so very far below the average in size. 

Cling peaches of almost any sort are bringing from $60.00 to $70.00 per 
ton and a price of $80.00 per ton is predicted by some. Fosters are bring- 
ing from $35.00 to $40.00 per ton at several points. 

Cherry canners are going into it with all the vim they possess. Growers 
in the San Leandro district are getting 8c. per pouud for Royal Anne and 
6c. for white and reds. The prospects point to a fair pack. 

The apricot crop will not go much over 5% of the average and prices 
will be in proportion. 

Pears have been sold by growers during the past week at $50.00 per ton 
for 24s up and $25.00 per ton for the culls. The prospects for this fruit

Spot Tomatoes.—We have had an active market on all kinds of toma- 
toes, and the tendency during the past week here has been decidedly 
upward. The market on No. 3 standards closes practically at 95c. per 
dozen. There seems to be a steady improvement in the demand, as well as 
the market price. Owing to the lateness of the tomato season, the time 
for selling spot tomatoes will be no longer than was expected, and this is 
no doubt one of the principal causes for the buying of spots. 

No. 2 tomatoes are almost cleaned up. 

Future Tomatoes.—The market has reached a point where it is almost 
impossible to do business and any quotations which are being made amount 
to very little. The fact of the matter is that most packers do not want to 
figure on any further future tomato business at this time. The unusually 
cold weather during May and and the first few days of this month seems to 
have given everybody a bad scare on tomatoes. To just what extent this is 
justified is hard to say, but it is quite likely that there is nothing like the 
amount of damage done that some reports would indicate. The season, of 
course, will be a little backward, but preparations have been made for a 
large pack, and unless there is an early frost, the chances are we will get a 
good, big pack. During the past few days there has been some improve- 
ment in weather conditions. There are more buyers than sellers at present 
and there is no telling what the market might do. 

Peas.—The demand for spot peas out of the new packing has been 
unusually good. These goods are ready for quick shipment, though there 
may be a day or two’s delay in shipping the seconds. The bare market has 
caused quite a spurt in the buying of new peas. As the season progresses, 
conditions may permit of lower prices, though at present packers are pay- 
ing extremely high prices for raw material and are only quoting peas packed 
for prompt shipment. 

Strawberries —The packing season is now on. We are having a good 
demand for the various grades, especially preserved. We are quoting No. 
1s at 85c. to goc. per dozen; No. 2s at $1.45 to $1.55 per dozen. 

Corn.—There have been some sharp advances in the corn market 
during the past week. Most of the cheap lots in the various grades of corn 
have suddenly disappeared. Corn has been quietly moving out and it is 
now beginning to appear that stocks in packers’ hands have dwindled 
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down in many cases to very small proportions. 

Pineapple.—Packing is going on. 

Sweet Potatoes.—The market closes strong at goc. per dozen. Stock is 
very light. 

Apples.—Apples are about exhausted. We are quoting No. 3s at S5c. 
to goc. per dozen and No. 10s ai $2.50 per dozen, f. o. b. Baltimore. 

Pears.—There has been an unusually large demand for cheap pears. 
Stocks here are badly broken up. ’ 

Peaches.—For the first time in a number of years No. 3 second peaches 
are entirely cleaned up here. We have a few No. 2 second yellows at 95c. 
per dozen; No. 3 standard yellows at $1.65 per dozen; No. 3 extra standard 
yellows at $1.90 per dozen, and No. 3 extra selected yellows at $2.25 per 
dozen, regular f. 0. b. Baltimore.

Dear Sirs.—Another week of unfavorable weather conditions, though 
somewhat better than last week, was the experience here up to this date. 
The average temperature was higher, however, which gives much hope that 
the influence of old Sol’s warm rays will soon produce good results. A week 
of mild, sunny weather would work wonders with the crops of both fruits 
and vegetables. It is not that the crops are actually short, it is the lateness 
of the season that is causing all the trouble and uneasiness, the greatest 
danger to be feared now being a sudden change to hot summer temperature 
which would force the crops too rapidly. The market has perhaps too 
much steam on and, in consequence, the prices of a number of articles are 
now at the danger line from the point of view of both the canner and the 
jobber. A slacking up in the demand might prove beneficial to the safety 
of the market next fall. 

Spot tomatoes are firm, but not so active at the present prices, and the 
further advance in futures to the high prices of today for this time in the 
season has checked the demand for them. Usually the canning of new to- 
matoes begins here in the month of July, but this season it may not com- 
mence before the first part of August. The acreage planted is said to be 
the largest ever put out by the growers in this section. The pea vines are 
reported to be strong and healthy, with plenty of peas in sight awaiting 
favorable weather for development. The same is reported of string beans, 
which will be due shortly. The lateness of the season affects the straw- 
berry crop perhaps more than other small fruits because they arrive soonest. 
Should the weather turn hot suddenly, all berries are liable to come in 
rapidly. The excessive rains are said to have damaged cherries greatly.

The 
extent of the ‘‘ June drop’’ will largely settle that question by July 1. 
Meantime, the canners here will not make any prices within reason on any 
grade of new peaches. The appie crop is not regarded as being altogether 
safe. The pack of new pineapples, so far, is a disappointment as to 
quantity, and the shortage is causing a stronger market for the canned 
article. In other lines the tendency is toward higher prices; even those 
articles which seldom fluctuate during the whole year are showing up 
stronger. Cove oysters are getting scarce comparatively.

Aberdeen (Md.) Market. 


ABERDEEN, MD., June 10, 1907. 

As it is..—We have no roses in bloom and yet June is the month for roses. 
The martin, that lovely summer bird of blackish and whitish feathers, noted 
for its great usefulness to the farmer because it catches insects, which 
devast the crops, is starving to death according to reliable authorities, and 
as also has appeared in public press, because there are no insects to feed 
the birds, no crops to feed the insects and now no birds to destroy the 
insects, no insects to destroy the crops, no crops to be destroyed, as the 
weather has been so cold and vegetation is so backward that it is question- 
able what the crops will be even if the weather should turn favorable. And 
the situation as it is, is no birds, no insects, no crops. 

Strawberries which should have been red ripe from May 25th to June Ist 
are still small and green and the growers are wondering when they will 
turn red. Peas which were in bloom three weeks ago and should pod and 
ripen ten days or two weeks thereafter, are still in bloom, but no pod and 
no pea. Corn planted in the ground two weeks go has failed as yet to 
make its appearance and yet under favorable conditions it should come 
throngh the ground in afew days. Fields have been replanted a second 
time and since flooded with down-pouring rain and hail, the green shoots 
are not perceptible. The ground is too soaking wet from recent rains to 
receive preparatory treatment from the farmer for either corn or tomatoes; 
‘“hills’”? are not made and this will require all of a couple weeks under 
favorable weather conditions. Some farmers say that if tomatoes are not 
set out in the fields by June Ist, there is no possibility of a crop; others say 
that ten days later will do and the latest period for setting out tomato plants 
is June 20._ Most favorable weather conditions from now on would not 
permit a general setting out of plants for two weeks, which would mean 
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very late tomatoes. Warm days have been as few as cold days should have 
been and cold days have been so prevalent that few remember more than a 
day or two of fairly warm temperatures. So far, it is indeed a freak year 


and no wonder tomato plants are flea bitten, scarified and stunted. It is 
therefore not strange that the packer shows alarm and future orders are 


becoming less acceptable as season advances. Some packers are already 


covering a part of their future orders in a hedging way. This is the only 
kind of hedge that will grow under such unfavorable weather conditions. 


As it may be.—The Baltimore Daily Sun, which claims to give light to 
all and is noted for its reliability, under the date of June 3rd, 1907, calls 
attention to the year 1816. Its heading reads ‘‘ No summer that year,”’ 
‘*Snow and ice prevailed in June, July and August, 1816,’’ ‘‘ January too 


warm for fires,’’ ‘‘ Vermonter was lost in blizzard on June 17, 1816, and had 
hoth feet frozen,’’ ‘‘ Facts from old diary.’’ 


The article thus headed, notes that January, 1816, was so mild that 
most persons allowed their fires togo out and did not burn wood except for’ 
cooking. There were a few cold days, but they were very few, the air was 
warm and springlike. February was not cold, some days were colder than 


January. March Ist, of this year, was inclined to be windy; it came in like 
a small lion and went out like a very innocent sheep. April came in warm, 


but as the days grew longer, the air became colder and by the 1st of May 
there was a temperature like that of winter, with plenty of snow and ice 
half-inch thick on ponds and rivers. The ground was cold and corn fields 
were planted again and again until it became too late to raise the crop. 

By the last of May, in this climate, the trees are usually in leaf and 


birds and flowers are plentiful. When the last of May arrived in 1816, 
everything had been killed by the cold. June was the coldest month of 


roses ever experienced in this latitude. Frost and ice were as common as 
buttercups usually are. There was a seven-inch fall of snow in the interior 
of New York State and the same in Massachusetts. Everybody waited for 
warm weather. On June 17, there was a heavy fall of snow; a Vermont 


farmer was lost in the blizzard and discovered three days afterward with 
both feet frozen and he was half covered with snow, but alive. 


July came in with snow and ice; on the 4th of July, ice as thick as 
window panes formed through New England, New York and in some parts 
of Pennsylvania, Indian corn which had struggled through May and June 
gave up, froze and died. August proved the worst month of all, and every 
green thing in this country and Europe was blasted with frost. Snow fell 
at Barnet, 30 miles from London, Eng., on August 30. Newspapers 
received from England stated that 1816 would be remembered as the year 


in which there was no summer. To this wecan only add, that we hope 1907 
will not prove a running mate to 1816.

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But, as it is not, we find the fields more luxuriant with new tomato 
plants set out and growing; the hot beds and preparing out-door bed are not 
growing lustily and by no means their customary height. Corn prospects 
are even worse than tomato, and packers who have already sold futures 
early in a large way, are now buying to recover and holding their spot 
stocks with an idea of making deliveries from same. Vegetation is from 
two to three weeks backward in comparison to average years and it rests 
with weather conditions alone as to what the final outcome will be. 


As a result of these things, it is not so easy to bring out the broad smile 
when you attempt to deal out 85 cent orders as it was some time ago at 824 
cents, and those who sold and bought at $1, 80 and 77% cents have begun 
to relax their smile, the one because—and the other because—but such 
conditions often come and go with the festive tomato, and especially as 
regards the future contracts. It is always likely that conditions will be 
overdone, but in just what directions keeps everyone guessing and no one 
feels overcomfortable or sure of his ground. 


Spot Tomatoes.—For this article, 95 cents seems to be the inside price 
and they seem to be going faster than when they were offered at 85 cents a 
few weeks ago. A clean-up before packing season is assured and again the 
possibilities of the $1.00 mark are predicted. 2s and gallons are almost 
extinct. The nominal price is 82% cents and $3.65, respectively. Second 
3s are firmly held at 90 cents, with a few seconds at possibly 85 to 87% cts., 
but not badly wanted by anyone. 


Future Tomatoes.—From the standpoint of packers in this vicinity, 
there are none, will not be any and there is no price. We have been over- 
whelmed with orders on basis of 85 cents, and it is questionable whether 
87% cents would bring forth as many as were sold at 85 cents. ‘*‘ Self- 
preservation and not retaliation ’’ is the motto of the packer at the moment, 
though he realizes the price is good if he will have the crop, but just what 
the crop will be is what he wants to know before he takes any more future 
business. To buyers, we would offer the suggestion that they do not submit 
their future bids subject to too many restrictions as to freight rates, 
deliveries, etc.; to the seller, we would suggest that if there is anything to 
indicate a favorable average yield, the prices are good and should be 
reckoned with careful consideration before absolute refusal. 

It is strongly rumored that the railroads will announce a minimum car- 
load weight of 36,000 Ibs. instead of the old customary 30,000 Ibs., wherein 
450 cases 3S would constitute a minimum car; under the new provision, it 
would require 537 cases to constitute a minimum carload and thus avail the 
buyer of a carload rather than a less than carload rate of freight. This 
proposition has already added considerable fuel to the flames of uncertainty 
pertaining to future deliveries, and is bringing forth a volume of protest 
from many who will thus be inconvenienced, by a change made at a time 
between signing and fulfillment of future contracts, and as this will neces- 
sarily set anumber of buyers to figuring, we would suggest their prompt 
consideration of protest, if they wish to take advantage of lending their 
voice in opposition to this unnecessary increase, at least under present 
conditions. 


Future 2s and gallon tomatoes form the same position as 3s, and pack- 
ers desirous of orders for fancy and extra fancy are wondering whether they 
will be in position to fill orders already booked. 

Spot Corn.—Maine style, Southern packed, demand continues, with 
stocks extremely light in this section and difficult to find any offerings 
whatsoever under an advance of 2% to 5 cents per dozen over last week’s 
quotations, 

Spot shoepeg corn rules from 5 to 7% cents firmer in comparison with 
last week’s quotations, so far as standard quality is concerned, and fancy 
quality is difficult to find at § to 10 cents per dozen advance. 

Future Corn.—Southern Maine style corn, for future delivery, is com- 
manding more attention as spot conditions firm'up, and if orders continue 
for spot in volume, compared with previous weeks, it will mean an advance 
in quotations, which have prevailed for some time on the basis of 5714 to 60 
cents f. o. b. factory. 

Shoepeg corn, for future delivery, is packed almost exclusively in 
Harford County, Md., and as weather conditions exist in this vicinity as 
previously stated, it is difficult to find the packers willing to sellevena . 
carload for future delivery, and some packers are said to be buying wherever 
possible, in order to offset their future sales. 

We quote nominally for future delivery, 65 to 674 cents for standards, 
and 75 to 85 cents for fancy and extra fancy.

The original talk of the Government as regards the Pure 
Food Law having now passed, we begin to see by what meth- 
ods they intend enforcing the principle that is involved in the 
law itself. It was long ago agreed by all who studied it care- 
fully that there would be incurred an immense amount of detail 
work to make the law a success. In the first idea it was an 
essentially correct thing to do, but the manner of applying it 
and of making it applicable to all lines of business into which it 
would run would make it an extraordinary task, but in this age 
of good heads and department matters there is no undertaking 
too severe to be accomplished. In the first place, there was the 
general application of the law to be considered, to whom would 
it be applied and to what extent, to what did it refer and how 
to make the law practical in its enforcement. There had been 
a dozen attempts to pass laws in Congress in regard to foods, 
drugs or drinks, and they had all ran up against difficulties that 
had made them impossible of enforcement in a practical way. 
The field was so large in itself and the difficulties to be overcome 
were so numerous and the growing evils in connection with it 
were so numerous, that it seemed impossible for any one enact- 
ment to cover all the troubles that would arise. There was, 
first of all, the multitude of divisions that would have to be 
counted upon; there were the foods, drugs, drinks, eonfection- 
ery, tobacco and special articles, such as preparatory articles 
and other subdivisions of the various divisions. So it can easily 


be seen that it required an immense head to draw an act that 


would differentiate sufficiently between food and other articles of 
consumption, so as to bring them under a provision to allow 
them to be judged as to purity or impuity; this is required by 
the act of itself in its primary wording, and it was, therefore, 
necessary for a bill to contain some simple declaration as to 
what was required by the Government in testing an article for a 
simple proof of its purity or otherwise. 

This was found to come down to a mere question of honesty. 
An article must be honest in itself and in the mind of its manu- 
facturer before it is anything else, and Dr. Wiley’s simple decla- 
ration, that a thing must be honest and what it claims to be, 
covers the whole field, whether it be foods or otherwise. 

This is the first position of the Pure Food Law, and to 
understand it, it is necessary to know that what you are offer- 
ing the public is honest in itself. 

This the canned goods packer should understand. There- 
fore, be sure that your labels contain a statement of what the 
can contains, neither more nor less. 

Tie Government has no objection to putting up field corn, 
if you will label it as such, but it does object to your deceiving 
the public and striving to make it believe it is gett ng some- 
thing better than it purports to be. 

Above all things, be honest; let the public be the judge and 
you will satisfy the Government. The law infers that you will 
not give the public an article better than you offer, and it 
believes that the good article always costs more than the poor 
one. Wecan agree with the Government that the higher-priced 
article is seldom or never inferior to the lower-priced article. 

Therefore, it will pay any one to trust to the judgment of 
the public upon any article in its price as to its quality. In 
other words, common goods are always cheap and high-priced 
articles are always the best. 


Inspection Of Food And Drugs And Identification Of 
Inspectors. 


In connection with the enforcement of the food and drugs act, June 30, 
1906, inspectors of the Bureau of Chemistry will visit establishments in 
which food and drug products are manufactured, stored or sold. They will 
make report to the Bureau regarding conditions of manufacture and will 
take samples wherever it is desired, paying the regular prices for such 
samples. 

In case the report of the inspector, or the examination of the sample 
taken by him, discloses a violation of the law, no action will be taken until 
the dealer or manufacturer has been notified and afforded a hearing before 
the Board of Food and Drug Inspection. The preliminary hearing in each 
case may be held before the chief of the laboratory making the examination. 
In case of an adverse decision, the recommendation of the chief of the 
laboratory, together with a digest of the testimony, must be submitted to 
the Board of Food and Drug Inspection for final action. 

According to Regulation 5 (@)— 


The parties interested therein miy appear in person or by attorney and 
may propound proper interrogatories and submit oral or written evidence 
to show any fault or error in the findings of the analyst or examiner. 

It is held that the interrested parties need not necessarily appear in 
person or by attorney, but, instead, may submit a brief to the Board of Food 
and Drug Inspection stating their side of the case. 

If the result of the inspection and examination indicate that the law 
has not been violated, orif it is believed by the Department that prosecution 
is unwarranted because of irregularity of sample, or for other reason, the 
dealer will be notified that no further action will be taken with reference to 
that sample. 

No information will be given in any case by an inspector or branch 
laboratory of the Bureau of Chemistry regarding the report of an inspection 
of a factory or the resuit of an analysis. No statement will be made at any 
time except as mentioned above regarding the analysis of a sample that is 
found to be in accordance with the law. No certificate of analysis will be 
given, and no report other than the notice of a violation of the law referred 
to above. Aeqguests for reports upon samples taken will be answered by a 
copy of this decision,

Use Of Guaranties And Serial Numbers Thereot. 


A misapprehension exists as to the requirements of the regulations for 
the enforcement of the food and drugs act, June 30, 1906, in regard to plac- 
ing the serial number on articles manufactured by persons who have filed a 
guaranty with the Department as to whom a serial number has been issued 
identifying the said guaranty. Many have the impression that if a gurranty 
be filed the serial number which is assigned thereto must be used on all 
foods or drugs manufactured by them. 

Regulation 9 provides two general methods of guaranty. The first is 
described in subdivision (4) of Regulation 9, as follows: 

(6) A general guaranty may be filed with the Secretary of Agriculture 
by the manufacturer or dealer and be given a serial number, which number 
shall appear on each and every package of goods sold under such guaranty 
with the words, ‘‘Guaranteed under the food and drugs act June 30, 1906.’» 


The second is described in subdivision ‘d@) of Regulation 9, as follows: 

(d@) If the guaranty be not filed with the Secretary of Agriculture as 
above, it should identify and be attached to the bill of sale, invoice, bill of 
lading, or other schedule giving the names and quantities of the articles sold. 

The statement in subdivision (4), that when a guarantor is assigned a 
serial number the said number sha// appear, should not be construed as 
mandatory. The meaning isthat if a manufacturer wishes to make effective 
the guaranty filed with the Department, he must place the legend and serial 
number on his goods, otherwise no protection is afforded to his customers 
in the absence of a special agreement or the alternative as provided in sub- 
division (d) of Regulation 9. 


Regulation 9, in its entirety, is intended to provide for the enforcement 
and administration of section 9 of the foods and drugs act, which reads as 
follows: 


SEc. 9. That no dealer shall be prosecuted under the provisions of this 
Act where he can establish a guaranty signed by the wholesaler, jobber, 
manufacturer, or other party residing in the United States, from whom he 
purchases such articles, to the effect that the same is not adulterated or 
misbranded within the meaning of this Act, designating it. Said guaranty, 
to afford protection, shall contain the name and address of the party or 
parties making the sale of such articles to such dealer, and in such case said 
party or parties shall be amenable to the prosecutions, fines and other 
penalties which would attach, in due course, to the dealer under the provi- 
sions of this Act. 


A study of the law in connection with the regulations makes it apparent 
that the intention is to provide a means whereby the manufacturer can 
assume responsibility under the law for the character of the goods manufac- 
tured by him, after they have passed out of his possession into the hands of 
the person who purchased them from him. In no case is a guaranty a good 
defense, unless it be from the person who sold the goods to the person 
offering the guaranty as a defense. In order to simplify the procedure, the 
Department volunteers to act as custodian of the guaranty, which is an 
offer on the part of the manufacturer to free dealers, reselling his goods, 
from responsibility, under the law, for possible misbranding or adulteration. 
In order that the guarantor may convey this intention on his part to pur- 
chasers of his goods, a serial number is assigned to such guarantor, and by 
placing his number on his goods he fixes his responsibility. Whether he 
desires to enter into an agreement of this kind with the purchaser of his 
goods is a matter wholly within his discretion, and he can use the serial 
number or not for this purpose, as he may please. The use of the number 
will save the trouble of individual guaranties with each individual transac- 
tion or each individual customer. In other words, the label itself will carry 
notice that the manufactnrer holds himself responsible, under the law, to 
the persons who purchase goods directly from him, for any misbranding or 
adulteration.

THE TRADE: We pack in our section corn, string and wax beans, 
tomatoes, berries, pumpkins and spinach. We contract. for most of our 
crops, the balance we buy on open market. Corn is all contracted for by 
the ton. The yield per acre is increasing, owing to the fact that growers 
are getting more experienced and pay ing more attention to the canning 
crops, so that the yield of corn is from 4 to 6 tons per acre and the price 
from $6 to $8 per ton. 

The acreage this year as compared to previous years is less, but in 
some ways somewhat more. The prospects of the season are for a late 
season, but otherwise prospects are favorable. The labor conditions here 
are such that we can get plenty of good help, but have to pay a good price. 
We expect our pack will compare favorably with other years. There are 
several new canneries in the State, but a great many of the older ones are 
shut down.

About As Usual.

In regard to ‘the yield per 
acre in our section, we cannot say there is any change for the past four or 
five years, except what is due to good or bad seasons. The average yield 
per acre for tomatoes is from 4 to 5 tons, and we are paying the growers 
about $8.00 per ton. The acreage as compared to other years has been 
about the usual number. We think there are more independent growers; 
as to the propects, it is too early to estimate, as few plants are even as yet 
out. In regard to the labor situation, we have ample home labor for fact- 
ory purposes and not much more. We cannot as yet form an estimate as 
to how this year’s pack will compare with previous years. 

_ Our Mr, C. R. Jones, tabulator Sussex county for the Tri-State Associ- 
ation, says: There are 35 canneries in this city, against 30 in 1906, and 
none have dropped out that ran last year, so there are 5 new ones in the 
county. The crop is very much behind hand this season; in some parts of 
the county no patches are out, and from the best information at hand at 
present, there will be a shortage of plants, not enough set out to calculate 
acreage upon, Yours truly, CaLHOUN & JONES Co. 


SOIL INOCULATION LARGELY A FAKE. 


Quality of Commercial Cultures for Legumes of 1906. 


M. J. PRUCHA AND H. A. HARDING, 


Of the New York Agricultural Experiment Station. 


(CONTINUED FROM LAST WEEK. ) 


EXAMINATION OF CULTURES IN 1906. 

Duplicate acre packages for three legumes were purchased from each of 
three seedsmen, or eighteen packages in all. Mr. C. K. Scoon, a local 
farmer, very kindly made the purchase for us. 

The cultures had all been put up by the National Nitro-Culture Co., and 
since they bore the date 1906 were surely not old cultures which had been 


long in the hands of the seedsmen. Twelve packages, six for alfalfa and six 
for crimson clover, were contained in the metal tubes, while the six cult- 


ures for vetch were wrapped in parchment paper and tin foil, as was the 
case with the packages last season. This could hardly have been an acci- 


dent since it was equally true of the cultures received from each of the 
three seedsmen. 

Method of Making the Examinations.—The chemicals used in all 
cases were those accompanying the cultures. They were dissolved in the 
appropriate amount of rain water and the solution sterilized in order to 


reduce the ckance of outside contaminations and enable us to determine 
just what germs were on the cotton. In making a test of these commercial 


cultures the packages were carefully opened and the inoculated cotton 
divided into three equal portions with sterile instruments and under con- 


ditions which exposed the material to the least possible opportunity for 
contamination. In each case one of these portions was placed in a flask 


containing 100 c. c. of the sterile nutrient solution above described. The 


remainder of the cotton was returned to the original container and sealed. 
as before. 


The flasks were held at 25 degrees C. (77 degrees F.) At the end of 
twenty-four hours the proper amount of sterile ammonium phosphate was 
added. The formation of turbidity was noted and the contents examined 


by means of hanging drop and stained glass preparations. Peptone-free 
agar plates were inoculated from each flask at the end of two and again at 


the end of five days. Any colonies resembling the legumes bacteria which 
appeared upon the plates were given further study. 

In the case of each examination of these cnltures two series of control 
flasks were also used. One series received the same treatment as the test 
flasks, with the exception that in place of the cotton these flasks received a 


portion of a pure culture of legume bacteria. In the other series the flasks 
received the same chemicals and exposure to contamination, but did not 


receive either cotton or intentional inoculation. The object of the first 


series was to show that the conditions in the flasks were such that 
the legume bacteria could make successful growth, while the sec- 


ond series was intended to measure the probability of the flasks be- 
coming accidentally contaminated during the process of manipula- 
tion. The flasks inoculated with legume bacteria uniformly produced 
both an abundant and a pure growth of the germ with which they had 
been seeded. This shows that the conditions were good for the develop- 
ment of any legume bacteria which might be present upon the cotton. 
The uninoculated flasks remained sterile, indicating that there was slight 
probability that any of the flasks became accidentally contaminated during 
the process of the test.

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Results of the Examinations.—A test of each of the eighteen cultures 
was begun on November ro and a second test, using a second portion from 
each commercial package was started November 15, 1906. While each of 
these tests was carried through entirely separate, the data are here com- 
bined into a single table, in order that the results may be more easily 
compared.

It will be seen that no legume bacteria could be found in fourteen of 
the eighteen cultures examined. In two of the four commercial cultures 
where legume bacteria were found they were present in very small num- 
bers, and had they been exposed to the mixed growth which occurs when 
the cultures are developed upon the farm, it is very doubtful whether any 
result would have been obtained from the use of these cultures. In the 


two commercial cultures where the legume bacteria developed sufficiently 
to represent from 20 per cent to 50 per cent. of the germs present, they 
would probably have developed in some numbers under ordinary condi- 
tions. That such cultures do occasionally develop in this way seems prob- 
able from the few apparently well-authenticated cases where good results 
have followed the use of commercial cultures. 

The finding of even this small number of the desired bacteria marks a 
decided advance over the conditions found last season, but at best makes 
only a very poor showing for the cultures. 

Yeast and molds irivariably developed in the flasks. In some cases 
the turbidity appearing in three or four days was due to these organisms. 
The bacterial contaminations consisted of several different organisms. 

Packages I to 12 were in metal containers, while packages 13 to 18 
were wrapped in parchment paper and tin foil. Our data fails to show that 
the metal containers exerted any favorable influence upon the legume 
bacteria. The only apparent difference between the cultures inclosed in — 
the metal containers and those wrapped in parchment paper and tin foil 
was that the latter was more heavily contaminated. 

; CULTURES FROM OTHER SOURCES, 

During the season we examiired two other packages of inoculated cot- 

ton cultures put up by this same firm and inclosed in metal containers. 


In May, 1906, Prof. J. L. Stone developed a culture on cotton for alfalfa, 
following the directions carefully. The solutions became turbid at the 
proper time and everything seemed normal. The seed was inoculated on the 
second day, and plates inoculated with the fluids at that time showed only 
an occasional colony of the legume bacteria. There was an abundant 
growth of miscellaneous forms. Professor Stone reports that the culture 
was without discoverable effect upon the alfalfa. 


In August, 1906, a package of Nitro-culture in metal container was sent 
in by Mr. W. A. Runyon, Westtown, Orange Co., with a request that its 
quality be determined. A portion of the cotton cultures was placed in the 
proper sterile solutions and allowed to develope. Examinations with the 
microscope and by means of plates failed to detect the presence of the de- 
sired legume bacteria. 

CONCLUSIONS. 

It would seem from these results that the strong claims made by the 
culture company for the metal containers are not at allin accord with the 
facts. 

It should be clearly understood that this publication concerns itself 
only with the commercial cultures which up to this time have been exclus- 
ively those dried upon cotton in accord with the method of Dr. Moore. 
These cultures have proved essentially a complete failure in tests made in 
practically all parts of the country and it is hard to understand how any 
firm can feel justified in continuing to offer such cultures for sale.

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Peach Crop Reports. 


W. J. Peebles, special agent of the Pennsylvania Railroad, with head- 
quarters at Philadelphia, who looks after the fruit and truck shipments of 
that line, has just returned from Georgia, and his reports are rather dis- 
couraging regarding the amount of peaches to be shipped from that State 
this season. Mr. Peebles says that peaches were still dropping while he 
was there, and that he estimates the shipments this year at 1,000 cars and 
certainly not over 1,200 cars, while the growers thought prior to the freeze 
that they would have 6,000 cars. He states that the peaches will not be 
moving in very great volume before June 20. He states that there will be 
between Soo and 1,000 cars of cantaloupes shipped from Georgia this season. 

The Central Railroad of Georgia has recently compiled some statistics 
relative to the fruit, vegetable and melon crops along its lines, which are 
very encouraging regarding the extension of fruit orchards along its lines 


and also as to the probable shipments this season. This road reports that 
the acreage of cantaloupes has been nearly doubled, havihg increased from 


968 acres last season to 1,678 acres this year, and that the acreage in water- 
melons has been increased 648 acres over the previous year, making the 
acreage this season 3,394 acres. The outlook for each of these crops is good. 

The fruits that are raised along the lines of the Central are peaches, 
plums, pears, figs, cherries, pomegranates and Japan plums, Every season 
hundreds of carloads of fruit are shipped to the Northern markets over the 
Central. 

The peach crop is as follows: Bearing trees, 5,660,704, or an increase 
of 161,447 over last year: young trees that will come to bear this season, 
1,289,310; young trees planted during fall of last year, 631,876; young trees 
planted during spring this year, 150,990. 

Other fruit crops show up as follows: Bearing plum trees, 91,613, 
which is an increase of 29,710 trees over last season; bearing trees, 42,359, 
which is 3,369 trees more than last year. The bearing fig trees will be only 
1,600, as against 2,100 of the last crop, a decrease of 500 trees. 

The cherry trees this season wlll be the same as last, numbering about 
2,000, The figures show there will be 3,000 bearing pomegranate trees, 
which is three times larger than the number bearing fruit last year. Eight 
hundred Japan plum trees, which were planted in 1905, will bear this season. 
This is the first time this fruit has appeared in this belt. 


OKLAHOMA City, OK., June 4. 
Secretary McNair, of the Oklahoma Bureau of Statistics, who has been 
investigating peach crop conditions, reports as follows: 


“The peach crop of Arkansas, Indian Territory and Oklahoma will be 
one of the largest ever known. The reports from all sections of the country 
are to the effect that peaches have been killed in every other section, The 
damage in Michigan has been so great that the trees are being dug up by 
the thousands. 

“If we have good weather at harvesting time, the crop will bring hun- 
drens of thousands of dollars into the peach section. From present indica- 
tions there will be 120 to 150 cars loaded in this peach belt every 24 hours 
of the three weeks the season lasts. This is enough to glut all our usual 
markets, unless the weather is so favorable that we can reach out to the 
Atlantic seaboard.”’ 


Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 


Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 


The sellers have the advantage in this market, their position being 
helped by the backwardness of the season, which delays the packing of 
new goods. Packers are disinclined to take further orders for tomatoes 
of the 1907 pack, owing to the inclement weather in the growing sec- 
tions. No.3 standard Maryland tomatoes are held at firm prices. Spot 
goods are getting close to the dollar level in this city. The demand is 
good, but heavy purchases are not to be expected with the packing season so 
near at hand. String beans are cleaned up. Asparagus is likely to come 
in on a bare market, the new quotations having been eagerly awaited by 
buyers. Peas are selling about as fast as packed; the bad weather still 
keeps the principal Baltimore canners out of the market. In fruits the 
feeling is one of confidence. Salmon is attracting more attention and 
market is firm. The principal packers of chinook salmon on the Columbia 
River have published their opening prices for the spring pack. They are 
asking $1.65 for tall No. 1s, $1.75 for flat rs and $1.05 for halves, f. o. b. 
Astoria, the prices being 5c. higher on halves and 15c. higher on 1s than 
the opening prices of 1906. The Columbia River chinook pack is heavily 
oversold. It is said Alaska red salmon is quiet. Domestic sardines are 
scarce and: firm.——JM/erchants’ Review.

Philadelphia. 
Spot tomatoes show no change for the week, though some packers are 
still holding for an advance of 2%c. to 5c. above the present market. The 
demand is good, and if it continues, the supply of old goods will mostly be 
cleaned up before the new season opens. Futures are high, and the bottom 
for anything reliable is now about 87%c. There would be a good demand 
at a slight concession, but the trade are not yet willing to pay the full price, 
though there have been sales made at the advance. Corn is moving out 
well and the market is strong. Low-priced corn is cleaning up and shows 
a little harder tone than last week. Shoepeg varieties are 5c. higher. A 
few new peas are being packed in Baltimore and taken by the trade as fast 
as offered at a price about on a parity with spot goods, which is very high 
for the opening. Old peas are getting closely cleaned up. Apples are 
strong and unchanged. Peaches are low in stock and are ruling firm, with 
an advancing tendency. Pies and second yellows are particularly firm. 
The Baltimore small lines show little to note. Nothing is being packed to 
speak of on account of the weather. In the line of California canned goods 
one packer has named new prices during the week on a basis considerably 
above last year. Lemon cling peaches, for instance, were roc. to 15¢. 
higher and apricots 25c. to 35c. higher. These figures were withdrawn, 
however, after some orders were obtained. As reported elsewhere, new 
prices for California asparagus have been named during the week by the 
California Fruit Canners Association. The basis is almost prohibitively 
high except for the highest priced trade.—Gvocery World. 


Boston. 


Reports of a rather discouraging nature are coming in from different 
sections of the State that the unprecedented cold weather and backward- 
ness in farming operations will cause a shortage in the output of the sweet 
corn crop, and many farmers are fearful that the harvest will be a failure 
altogether. But there are others, among whom are the proprietors of the 
canning factories, who believe that this long drawn-out spell of cold 
weather will soon give way to more favorable conditions, and that the corn 
crop will eventually come ovt all right, but all this surmising and prophe- 
sying is, to say the least, only problematical, as the season is drawing very 
near the danger line, when planting can be done with safety in order to 
secure an average crop. No doubt that most of the farmers will plant their 
corn as per contract and but few will cancel their contracts, believing that 
the time is too short to secure a crop. However this may be, whether the 
farmers plant or not, the future prospects of an average crop of sweet 
corn are extremely doubtful at the present outlook in Maine, and it be- 


uneeeash the retail grocer to look the matter square in the ec’ in order to 
take advantage of conditions as they really exist. A large majority of the 
retail trade have a good stock of standard and fancy corn still on hand, and 
it seems it would be the part of prudence for the dealer to husband his 
present stock, or at least to hold it at remunerative prices and not slaughter 
it, as in many cases is being done by many grocers at the present time. 
There can be but one conclusion, that corn will be higher another season 
than it has been this year. Everything that enters into the packing is con- 
siderably higher than formerly, and with the decreased acreage will natur- 
ally serve to enhance prices. Good, sound Maine corn of last year’s pack 
bought at prices that have been prevailing during the last six months is 
without doubt a good investment and should not be thrown upon the 
market at cut prices, but rather held very firmly at a good profit. In 
canned fruits, the conditions are very similar; there promises to be a short- 
age in California and domestic goods and a range of higher prices than last 
year. In fact, in looking the field over of hermetically sealed prodncts of 
about every kind and quality, all indications point to a level of higher 
prices during the coming year.—New England Grocer. 


Chicago. 

The tomato market continues to advance. All reports from Indiana, 
Maryland, Missouri and other tomato States indicate a backward season 
and that planting was delayed and the plants small and none too healthy 
when put in the ground. Under these conditions it is not surprising that 
the tomato market is steadily hardening, as it will be some weeks yet before 
any 1907 crop tomatoes can be packed. The corn market is also firming up 
and has made quite an advance since it first took an upward turn. Canned 
peas are difficult to obtain. There hardly ever was such a scarcity of peas 
and the market naturally is firm, with prospects for the 1907 pack none too 
bright. String beans are another vegetable hard to obtain. All kinds of 
beans are firm. California canned fruits, old pack, are firm on the spot, 
with light supplies. Opening prices on the new California pack have not 
yet been made, but are absolutely certain to be much higher than last year. 
Orders placed subject to approval of prices are said to exceed the probable 
maximum pack, while the fruit pack of Michigan, Maryland and other 
sections of the country will be, it is believed, below the average this year. 
Owing to the unfavorable weather, the Southern strawberry pack has been 
greatly reduced. There is a very strong situation all around on canned 
fruit. Consumptive demand for salmon is increasing on a market that is 
exceptionally firm, owing to the fact that supplies are now exceedingly 
small. Domestic sardines are unchanged in price, but are firm. Th,

For what is going out to retailers these days $1.124 is about 
the ruling price, with some people selling a shade below that figure and 
others asking more, both governing their quotations according to condi- 
tions. It has been a long time since the St. Louis market has not been 
able to supply the demand for corn which can be retailed for toc. All of 
the cheaper grades that have merit seem to have been pretty well absorbed, 
and retailers are looking for real good stuff which they can recommend to 
be sold at two cans for a quarter. New peas will soon come on the market, 
but there is very little news which will encourage grocers who are shy of 
future purchases which they can sell at old prices.—/n/erstate Grocer and 
General Country Meichant. 

Montreal, Can. 

Demand is good for the various lines of canned goods, but trade con- 
tinues to be hampered in fruits by the lack of stocks. Canned peaches, 2s, 
are practically unobtainable at present. More than one firm have not a 
case in their warehouses. Every one is depending upon the new pack, 
and as there have been unfavorable reports from Western Ontario, higher 
prices are expected to rule when the first lot of new goods are put on the 
market. Asa matter of fact, higher prices are expected before that time. 
The first lots of new pack canned lobsters are now on the market. For 
1-lb. flats dealers are asking $4.25 and $4.35 and for %5-lb. flats $2.40 
and $2.50. F 

Toronto, Can. 

The outgo of canned goods is steady and most fruits are getting into 
small compass. There are still fair stocks of pears and cherries, but nearly 
all other lines are in limited supply. Jobbers are getting from other job- 
bers and brokers the question, ‘‘ What fruits have you to sell?’’ Prices are 
unchanged. Vegetables are in good demand, but no shortage has devel- 
oped in any of the three staples. The market has been somewhat unset- 
tled by a wholesaler who has put out in considerable quantities lines of 
corn and peas at 6oc. It is said his supply is about exhausted.—Canadian 
Grocer. 


London, England. 

Salmon.—A satisfactory demand is reported from the country and the 
market, both for British Columbia and Alaska, remains unaltered. An 
auction of British Columbia and Alaska salmon was held at Liverpool on 
Wednesday by Messrs. Powell Bros. & Co., and British Columbia 1-lb., flats 
sold at an advance of 3d. and % Ib. flats at an advance of 6d. to 9d. on the 
prices ruling at the auction held in London last week. Lobsters remain 
very scarce, and the smaller shipments coming to hand are readily taken up 
at high prices. The steamship Kanawha has brought 933 cases. Sardines.— 
There has not been much doing, but the market remains firm, and with the 
feeling still of an unsatisfactory character, packers continue to ask for 
higher prices. The Peninsula has arrived with 575 cases. Meats.—Business 
in these continues of a satisfactory character, and there is a sieadily 
increasing demand at firm prices. Fruits.—The market continues to show 
a hardening tendency, and there is a fair inquiry, particularly for apricots. 
Pineapples remain steady. Quotations for forward shipment have been 
withdrawn. 

Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—The market continues fairly active, with a particularly strong 
tone in tall tins of best. Threepence to sixpence per case advance on last 
week’s prices is being easily made. One-pound flats steady at last prices; 
half-pound flats unchanged; Alaska firm. Sardines.—Up to the present there 
have not been very free offerings to arrive of the new pack. It is difficult at 
present to say how the fishing will affect prices. Meats.—These are in good 
inquiry at higher prices. Sixes of compressed corned beef and sixes of boiled 
beef have advanced, particularly the latter. Twos and ones of beef are also 
indemand. Sixes of boiled mutton are scarce at about 28s. to 29s. Fruits.— 
Apricots have had another jump of quite 3d. per dozen; peaches continue 
firm at the very high prices recently asked, and pears are in good inquiry 


at last week’s prices.—Pineapples.—Advanced quotations have had the 
effect of checking the country demand to some extent. Quite a large busi- 


ness has already been done, and there are strong indications that quota- 
tions will show a further advance very shortly. A number of market tran_ 
sactions have taken place during this week, and for some shapes advanced 
prices have been made without difficulty, and the position is a very strong 
one. A very small business is reported forward, as preservers decline to 
make further offers for the present. The Alicante has arrived with 1,150 
ases on board. Rabbits.—Two-pound tall tins are scarce, and 5s. 6d. and 
5s. gd. are asked, unlabeled, ex Liverpool, for them, One-pound and two- 
pound flats are also getting into smaller compass, and higher limits are 
demanded.—Gyvocers’ Gazette.

REVOLUTIONIZED!

DISCOLORATION IN CANNED CORN—METHOD THAT 
PREVENTS IT. 


The following is an extract from a communication 
received by the Sprague Canning Machinery Co. from 
Prof. Duckwall, while he was at Onarga, IIl., inspect- 
ing the processing of corn with the Polk Agitating 
System: 

“Unless the process on pure corn is cut down to at 
least 35 minutes at 250 degrees Fahrenheit it will be 
impossible to produce canned corn without discolora- 
ation, and I beg to explain this statement as follows: 

“When processing corn at 250 degrees Fahrenheit 
for 65 minutes or more the corn which lies next to the 
tin is subjected to 250 degrees Fahrenheit for such a 
long time that the proteids are disintegrated and sx/- 
phur is set free. This sulphur unites with the hydro- 
gen, which is liberated by the action of the soldering 
flux on the metal, tin and lead in the solder and body 
of the cans. Sulphur and hydrogen for sulphuretted 
hydrogen, H,S. This is the gas made and used in 
all laboratories for precipitating metallic salts, such as 
tin, lead, iron, etc. These metallic salts are of vari- 
ous colors, black, brown and pinkish purple. Conse- 
quently the corn will become discolored in proportion 
to the amount of metallic salts precipitated and this 
phenomenon cannot be avoided by any known means 
where H,S is formed in the presence of metals in 
solution. Now, the ordinary tin can has considerable 
solder on the inside of the can, both in the crease at 
the top and bottom and also along the side seam. In 
proportion to the amount of lead exposed will be the 
discoloration of the corn. ‘Therefore, until a can is 
made which shall be soldered entirely on the outside, 
or with a solder practically free from lead, it will be 
impossible to can corn without bleaching or chemical 
agents now prohibited by law. 

“T find that the agitating system overcomes the 
difficulty entirely. 

“In this system you are constantly shaking the 
corn away from the tin. No part of the contents is ex- 
posed to the action of 250 degrees Fahrenheit for more 
than 18 minutes, as we demonstrated by inside ther- 
mometers. This time is not sufficient to disintegrate 
the proteid molecule—hence no sulphur is set free, 
consequently there is no formation of sulphuretted 
hydrogen, H,S, and then, of course, there is no precip- 
itation of metallic salts, even though they should be 
in solution. As a matter of fact there are some metallic 
salts in solution, but since there is no H,S to precipi- 
tate them, they remain in solution and the inside of the 
can after empting is found to be just as bright as it was 
before filling. While in the case of the regular process 
the whole inside is discolored, all of which discoloration 
is taken up more or less by the corn increasing with 
age fo a limit.
